Indianapolis, April 23.—All the talk 
of a “dark ho rse'’ being nominated for 
gov ernor 
by 
the 
Republicans 
next 
week has blown ov er. 
There really 
nev er was any thing serious in it. As 
a m atter of course “dark ho rse" talk 
is alway s heard about this time before 
a conv ention. 
Congressman W atson 
has been mentioned as a “dark horse" 
prospect. 
The fact that he is to de­ 
liv er the key note speech has led some 
to think that he might set the conv en­ 
tion afire with his orato ry and make 
his nomination possible if there should 
be a deadlocK between the o ther can­ 
didates. 
Today there was a rumo r 
th at Charles Arthur Carlisle a mem­ 
ber of the Studebaker family at South 
Bend, by marriage, might be sprung 
on the conv ention at the elev enth hour 
for gov ernor, but it was so silly that 
politicians merely laughed. 
It would 
be difficult to find a well-informed par­ 
ty leader who believ es that one of the 
four candidates now in the field will 
not get the plum. 


The followers of William L. Tay lor, 
the Indianapolis candidate for the Re­ 
publican nomination for gov ernor, ex­ 
pressed much satisfaction today ov er 
the result of the primaries here last 
night to select delegates. 
This dis­ 
trict has 124 delegates. 
Those from 
the out townships were named a month 
ago and are solid for Tay lor. 
In a 
city like this it is v ery difficult to get 
a solid delegation on any proposition, 
but Tay lor has been a hard worker in 
local politics for many y ears and there 
was no good reason why the delega­ 
tion should not be for him. 
There has 
been a lot of rum o r to the effect that 
many of the delegates would only sup­ 
port him in a half-hearted way , but 
the chances are that they will all 
stand by him so long as there is a 
ghost of a show of mm winning. N ear­ 
ly all the candidates for the o ther 
offices expressed confidence today that 
they would get a good v ote here. 


O. A. Baker, chairman of the Martin 
county Republican committee, arriv ed 
hers today ahead of his delegation to 
the big conv ention. 
I!a is an ardent 
Hanly men and brought word that his 
section will send a v ery large delega­ 
tion of Hanly rooters. 
They are com­ 
ing not only to shout for Hanly , but 
to work for him. Baker estim ates that 
Hnnly can get 76 of the 102 v otes of 
the Second congressional district any 
time he makes a call for them. 
Martin 
and Dav iess counties are instructed for 
Hanly , and Baker say s that he will 
hav e a majority In ev ery county except 
Monroe, where Tay lor went to school. 
It was learned today that the badge 
of the Hanly men during the conv en­ 
tion will be the bright red carnatio ns 
which became so popular thro ugho ut 
the nation after the death of McKinley . 
It is expected that hundreds of Hanly ’s 
suppo rters will come to Indianapolis 
wearing the emblem. 


Charles F. Remy , who will retirv 
from his second term as repo rter of 
the supreme and appellate co urts nftei 
the first of the y ear, is m anaging Hugh 
Th. Miller’s campaign for the no m lna 
tion for lieutenant gov ernor. 
Remy is 
regarded as one of the best organizers 
in the business, and he expressed the 
utmo st confidence today in the ability 
of his candidate to win. 
Here in Indi­ 
anapolis Remy conceded that Newby 
and Ball would hav e the best of the 
bargain, but he predicted that Miller 
would get a larger number of v otes 
than is expected.

Plainfield, Ind., April 23.—Thiev es 
entered the Vandalia railway statio n 
some time after midnight and blew 
open the safe and gut away with $10 
in money and two express packages.

What William i. Bryan Says of the 


Alton B. Parker 


Candidacy. 


CANNOT BE HARMONY CANDIDATE 


If the Man to W hose Candidacy the 


Indiana Reorganizers Have Agreed 


to Deliver the State Delegation Is 


Nominated, Mr. Bryan Says It M ust 


Be Recognized as a Repudiation of 


Genuine Democracy and a Surrender 


to W all Street Influence. 


(From Mr Bry an's Commoner, April 8 , 19 04.) 


Mr. Clev eland’s nomination is out 
of the question, although he is the 
first choice of the plutocratic element 
in the Democratic party . 
Mr. Olney 
has remov ed himself by his adv ocacy 
of Mr. Clev eland’s nomination, and Mr. 
Go rman’s chances seem reduced to a 
minus quantity by his failure to secure 
the co-operation of the Democratic 
senato rs in his position on the Panam a 
question. 
Mr. Hill is not a possibility , 
but he has taken up the candidacy of 
Judge Parker in the hope of making 
himself 
the 
“power 
behind 
the 
throne." 
As some of the Democrats 
are considering Judge Parker as a 
“harmony " candidate, it is impo rtant 
th at the real nature of his candidacy 
should be examined. 
He is first of all 
Mr. Hill’s candidate, and that in itself 
would be sufficient to raise a suspi­ 
cion in regard to his position on public 
questions. 
The Hon. Dav id B. has a 
legislativ e record that enables us to 
easily ascertain his position on public 
questions—a record so antago nistic to 
the Democratic party that he refused 
to giv e any open suppo rt to the ticket 
in 189 6, and did not ev en disclose, un­ 
til some two y ears after the election, 
how he v oted. 
In a letter written 
shortly before the election he told a 
New York Republican that he had not 
decided what he would do, concluding 
with the statem ent, “1 am a Democrat 
still—v ery still." 
Mr. Hill has made himself the cham ­ 
pion of Mr. P arker in New York, and 
it is not likely that he would do this 
without hav ing an understanding with 
Mr. P arker as to his own position with 
the administratio n. 
It can be safely 
taken for granted that in case of Judge 
P arker s nomination and election Mr. 
Hill would be the controlling figure in 
the adm inistratio n, and that would 
mean that those who attem pted to 
reach the W hite House would hav e to 
wade thro ugh peanut shells knee deep. 
Mr. Hill stands for ev ery thing bad 
that Mr. Clev eland stands 
for, and 
lacks the brutal frankness that has 
giv en Mr. Clev eland most of his popu­ 
larity . 
But Mr. Hill’s support, danger­ 
ous as it is, is not so detrim ental to 
Judge Parker as the co rpo rate support 
w'hich is gradually gathering about 
him. 
The W ashington Post recently 
described the situatio n as follows: 
“ In the m eantim e Parker stock has 
been hav ing a little boom. 
It is now 
alm o st generally conceded by Demo­ 
crats here in W ashingto n that he is 
the most likely candidate. 
Many m at­ 
ters hav e taken shape to help him, al­ 
though the attitude of the New York 
Democrats still worries the party lead­ 
ers. 
Judge P arker—so It Is learned 
here from men who are in close touch 
with the tho ught ot the financial and 
business world—has, through appro­ 
priate channels, giv en assurances that 
if nominated and elected president his 
adm inistratio n will be conserv ativ e. 
He will see to it that the large inter­ 
ests are fairly treated. This campaign 
of enlightenm ent from Judge Parker 
is described as pro gressing methodi­ 
cally , but with dignity . 
The judge’s 
attitude on many of the questions be­ 
fore the public are not well known, 
but, none the less, business men in 
high places are being acquainted au- 
thentieaily with his v iews in outline. 
“The 
criticism 
of 
the 
m agnates 
against Judge Parker has been that he 
had not been tested. 
They could not 
tell what he m ight do should they turn 
out and seek by heroic efforts to place 
him in the W hite House. Should their 
efforts succeed, he might not, after all, 
be able to conduct *a safe adm inistra­ 
tion.’ 
But there is distinctly a better 
feeling in business quarters toward 
him." 
There is no doubt th at the co rpo rate 
Interests hav e an understanding with 
Judge Parker, for witho ut such an un­ 
derstanding they would not think of 
suppo rting him. 
The decision in the 
m erger case shows how im po rtant it is 
th at president should be in sy m pathy 
with the people rather than in sy m pa­ 
thy with the corporations. 
The three 
judges appointed by Mr. Clev eland 
dissented from the opinion of the 
court, and as Judge Holmes stood with 
them, it would only require one more 
judge to change the decision, ev en if 
Judge Brewer’s separate opinion does 
not already indicate the probability of 
an adv erse decision in ano ther case. 
If Judge Parker were nominated by 
the influence of the co rpo ratio ns and 
elected with the aid of their co ntribu­ 
tions, is there any doubt that his ap­ 
pointees would be corporation men? 
Can the Democratic party afford to 
lend Itself to a mov ement to so make 
up the suprem e court as to nullify the 
efforts of the people at refo rm? 
To 
secure remedial legislation the people 
must hav e not only the house, the sen­ 
ate, the president, bat the supreme 
co urt also, and as the members of the 
suprem e couri ho?d office for life, that 
departm ent of the go v ernment is hard­ 
est to change. 
As president Judge

W eather Conditions Have Been Most 


Unfavorable. 
New York, April 23.—B radstreet’s 
weekly rev iev / of trade today say s: 
Unseasonably cold w eather all ov er 
the country interferes with plant prep­ 
aratio ns and growth and interrupts 
outdoor activ ity in many lines, notably 
building. 
Distributiv e 
trade, 
both 
wholesale and retail, has practically 
“ marked tim e" during the week. 
The 
effects of this and of past unfav orable 
w eather are reflected in repo rts of 
slow business in shoe m anufacturing 
and building, while In cotton manufac 
turing high prices of raw and manu 
factured goods continue a bar to activ ­ 
ity. At the i>outh cold weather is com­ 
plained of as interfering with farming 
preparatio ns and with plant growth 
These causes hav e combined to giv e 
an air of unwonted quiet to spring bus 
iness. and hav e unquestionably retard­ 
ed collections. 
Back of weather and 
price conditions, too, there looms up 
the political outlook, which in most 
presidential y ears has induced a ten­ 
dency toward conserv atism. 
While 
fall trade has opened up measurably 
well in some sections, there is a natur­ 
al tendency to await future dev elop 
ments affecting crop and o ther con­ 
ditions.

Panam a Canal Strip Belongs to United 


States Government. 
Paris, April 23.—The co ntract by 
which the ownership of the Panam a 
canal passes to the United States has 
been signed, sealed, deliv ered and is 
complete. 
The title to the canal routo 
Is now v ested in the go v ernment of the 
United States. 
The document by which this trans­ 
action is consummated bears the sig­ 
natures of President Bo and Director 
Richman of the Panam a Canal com­ 
pany , who signed for tne company as 
Its respo nsible officials. 
The transfer 
is ccmplete and without reserv ation, 
and the United States secures a per­ 
fect title. The papers transferring the 
rights and property of the new Pan­ 
ama Canal companay to the Unifed 
States hav e already been executed and 
deliv ered. 
They will be ratified this 
afiernoon by the sto ckho lders’ m eet­ 
ing. 
The arrangem ent includes 
a general 
conv ey ance and prov isions for deeds 
and resignatio ns in the republic of 
Panam a and in the canal zone now un­ 
der the jurisdiction of the United 
States, in which zone the civ il law 
continues in force by reason of the 
cession of the zone from a civ il law 
sov ereignty . 
All formalities of the lo­ 
cal law on the isthmus hav e been ar 
ranged for and secured to the United 
States. 
The property will shortly be 
deliv ered on the isthmus, and upon 
that being done the purchase price 
will be immediately paid. 
The United 
States gets an unencumbered title. 
The. main figures in the tra nr'e r hav e 
been Messrs. Bo and Richman for the 
company , Messrs. Day and Russell for 
the United States, and Consuls Gen 
eral John K. Gowdy and Roberto Lewie 
for the United States and Panam a re 
spectiv ely , the two co nsular represen 
tativ es joining in affixing their seals 
and attesting the signatures.

Roosev elt was assailed bitterly in the 
house of representativ es by Mr. Cloud 
Kitchen of North Carolina, who includ­ 
ed in his castigation General Grosv e- 
nor, whom he charged with hav ing hu­ 
miliated Theodore Roosev elt, the v ice 
presidential candidate, whom in a re­ 
cent speech in the house he had glori­ 
fied as the worthy successor of Mc­ 
Kinley. 
Mr. Kitchin likened President 
Roosev elt in this connection to the ant­ 
hill taking the place of the mountain, 
the owl’s screech taking the place of 
the tombs symphonies, and to the 
minnow 
taking 
the 
place 
of 
the 
whale. 
He declared that the president 
had insulted the people of the South 
by saying in one ot hi» publications 
that throughout Southern character 
there ran a streak of brutal barbarism. 
He openly charged the president with 
being the adv ocate of lynch law and 
quoted from one of the president’s 
books to sustain his assertion. 
In his 
opinion the ¡)residentA whom, he said^ 


while gov ernor of New York, 
had 
styled the members of congress as a 
herd of cattle, was unfit to hold office, 
and a dangerous man. 
Gen. Grosv enor admitted that four 
years ago he opposed the nomination 
of Mr. Roosev elt for v ice president, 
but said Mr. Roosev elt during the cam ­ 
paign had conducted himself in a dig­ 
nified m anner and had won the confi­ 
dence and esteem of the people by his 
acts from the time he was elected to 
preside ov er the senate, and that he 
reached the supreme heights when he 
declared at Buffalo that he would carry 
out the policies of McKinley. 
Since 
then the president had grown to be 
one of the great men of the country. 
The president, he said, was more dan­ 
gerous to the Democratic party than 
any other man today. 
The Democrats 
In New York, he said, had launched a 
candidate for president who did not 
know whether he stood on his head or 
his heels. 


W ashington, April 23.—A thorough 
rev iew of Mormon interference in the j 
political affairs of Utah was giv en by I 
Judge O. W. Powers, the last witness j 
before the senate committee on priv i­ 
leges and elections in the inv estiga­ 
tion of the protest against Senator 
Reed Smoot. 
Sev eral times efforts ! 
were made by counsel for the defense | 
to show that his story was based on 
hearsay, but the attem pts were met 
with an array of facts taken from 
signed statem ents of members of the 
church, documents which are a part 
of the records of the state, affidav its 
of persons present at v arious places 
where the church influence was mani­ 
fested, and other ev idence. 
His ev i­ 
dence is being continued today. 
Among other m atters of Utah his­ 
tory recounted by Judge Powers was 
the reconv ened Democratic conv ention 
on Oct. 22, 1896, when was raised the 
question of retaining its ticket in the 
field or withdrawing the ticket and op­ 
posing the admission of Utah as a 
state. 
Judge Powers spoke of T hatcher’s 
candidacy for the senate and said that 
four days after T hatcher announced 
himself on 
a 
platform opposed 
to 
church interference in politics he was 
deposed as an apostle. 
After his de­ 
feat an effort was made to bring about 
an inv estigation by the legislature of 
the charge that the defeat was accom­ 
plished by the ecclesiastical interfer­ 
ence in the election. 
This effort was 
unsuccessful, and, according to the 
witness, Tatcher then was made to 
recant his antagonistic v iew of church 
interference. 
The witness also told of two teach­ 
ers in Mormon churches and schools 
being deposed from their ecclesiastical 
authority because their political pref­ 
erences were not 
approv ed by the 
church, and N hoi Hood, who wrote a 
letter adv ersely criticising the election 
of Reed Smoot to the senate, on the 
ground that high church authorities 
should not accent such positions. 


Entire Community Mourned. 
Duluth, Minn., 
April 23.—The re­ 
mains of Chief Bemidji were laid in 
the cem etery of the town bearing his 
name amid impressiv e ceremonies. So 
great was the lov e and admiration of 
the people of Bemidji and Cass Lake, 
in which v icinity he has liv ed for 
many years, that business was entirely 
suspended. 
The city officials, headed 
by the mayor, acted as pallbearers. 
As the rem ains were lowered into the 
earth, following the Indian custom, his 
treasures and trinkets, including his 
pipe and jackknife, tobacco pouch and 
other things were deposited on tho 
coffin.
